'Acting upon information to the 


Affect that the Grand Jury would 
feturn two and possibly four 
"Siore indictments against their 
client at its session on the mor- 
row, Attorneys M. C. Chapman 
ind A. L. Prick, of counsel for 
Attorney John S. De Lancey, pre- 
cipitated a financial settlement 
between the indicted lawyer and 
former Public Administrator Geo. 
Gray late yesterday afternoon, 
which forestalled the inquisitorial 
body's program and defeated the 
action which the District Attor- 
ney's office had programmed. 
i The settlement was made in 
the law office of Reed, Black & 
Reed, Attorneys J. W. Bingaman 
and Percy Black representing 
Gray. 
The total amount paid 


over was according to Attorney 
Bingaman, $22,014, 
of 
which 


amount $14,014 represents cash 
and the remaining $8000 attor- 
riey's fees still due to De Lancey 
in unsettled estates, which he as- 
signed to Gray. 


This, together 
with $13,178 


previously restored to Gray by 
his former legal representative 
makes a total of $35,192 which De 
Lancey has paid over to Gray 
since the first Grand Jury indict- 
ment was returned against him 
in the A. L. Pounstone estate, al- 
leging forgery, and which inaugu- 
rated the scandal in the Public 
Administrator's office that result- 
ed in the resignation of Gray and 
the prosecution of De Lancey and 
.A. J. Flood.

as to uhat action the President would 
take with respect to the resignation 
of Charles R. Crane, minister designate 
to China. was dispelled by the reriint 
this morning .of a dispatch from Presi- 
dent Taft addressed lo liis secretary, 
Mr. Carpenter, directing him to ron- 
lej to >Ir. Crane uccounoeniont of the 
fact that the resignation had been ac- 
cepted. 


The telegram was dated Prescott, 


ArU., October 13, and read OH folknvs: 
"Come;\ to Mr. Crane foltouing com- 
mmiicatlin: 'I concur In the letter, 
under date of October 12, \\liioli the 
Sec-rotary of State has addressed to 
jou, and I greatly regret that the cir- 
cumstances found to exist by him 
make it necessary for me to accept 
3 our resignation.'

CRANE'S STATEMENT. 


Following tho i^rcipt of the President's 


message Mr Crane Issued the following 
statement. "I am gieatlj relieved by the 
President a decision. There has been no 
minute Mnce I Learned the attitude of the 
Department of State when I have not 
contf mplated the possibility of a contin- 
uance of my official relations with the 
deepest repugnance. 


"Xeverthel<>«s, L have felt that my ob- 
ligation to tfie President was to permit 
him to decide the Issue. I have appre- 
ciated fully what would be involved in a 
decision by him that I should continue. 
I ha\e te.iUzed also the Impossibility of 
his seeming complete information at this 
time. He has chosen to base his d^cis>lon 
xipon the circumstances found by the 
Eecictary of State. I accepted the Chi- 
nese mission at his request and solely 
because of assuranues of this country.

GIRL FORETELLS FIGHTING. 


When the Indian girl told Dr. Wu 


what she foresaw in the future In con- 
nection with the Chinese empire, she 
said that, first of all, she saw "much 
fighting" In tho far-away country from 
which he had come. His native land was 
preparing, she said, for a mortal strug- 
gle. 
It was building ships of war. 


Dr. Wu would be vitally Interested in 


this conflict and would hold an office of 
great importance. 


Shortly after this the medium said 


there came to her a spirit, a friend of 
the minister's. Who was not one of hia 
own country 
but an American.

of 


"William," and finally, after some hesita- 
tion, she uttered the last name as "Mc- 
Kinley."

president of the River and Harbor League, em- 
phasized the unity of sentiment and 
purpose

Oakland's water front. 
Out of the conflict be- 


tween opposing interests and ideas has come 
agreement on a plan of action and cordial co- 
operation ts carry it out. After thoroughly thresh- 
ing out the details of the various plans for devel- 
oping the city's port facilities, a plan has been 
evolved that is satisfactory to all sides, and the 
dinner at Mr. King's residence brought together 
the leaders in the.movement for harbor improve- 
ment to discuss the plan submitted by the council 
on the recommendation of the Board of Engineers 
appointed by the city. • All present gave their 
hearty adhcsu n to the project, and pledged their 
earnest effort > tn --ccure a popular endorsement of 
the bond issue to construct the proposed system 
Df docks and \\ harves. 


"Thirty feet of water at the wharves and ship 


and 
car brought together'' 
\%as the 
ke'ynote 


sounded by Colonel John P. Irish and hailed by 
the assembled guests as the slogan of the bond 
campaign. 
Its fruition means the rise of Oakland 


as a maritime center. When ocean liners can 
berth at our \\har\es and load and unload direct- 
ly from cars alongside Oakland "-will have taken 
her place as a great seaport. 


Much stress was laid on the fact that the im- 


provement of port facilities on this side of the bay 
•will contribute to the upbuilding of the sea com- 
merce of San Francisco, and arrest the deflection 
of ocean commerce to the northern ports. It is 
axiomatic that commerce follows the line of least 
resistance and seeks those points affording the 
speediest and cheapest facilities for handling and 
trans-shipping freight. The several projects out- 
lined in the proposed bond issue aim at the im- 
provement of both sections of the water front. On 
the west as well as the south there will be inaug- 
urated improvements that will be but the begin- 
ning of a system of development which in time 
will make every foot of the water front available 
for the uses of shipping. This dock and wharf 
system will remain under the control of the city, 
and will be administered with a view to develop- 
ing and extending its traffic both by land and sea. 


Oakland is the first city on the Pacific Coast 


to take a decided step toward developing its wa- 
ter front as a municipal enterprise primarily for 
the benefit of the local community. San 
Fran- 


cisco's water front is owned and administered by 
the State; in Seattle and Tacoma the railroads own 
the water front, and in Portland private interests 
dominate the marine traffic. 
In this city no one 


can reach na\ igable water save by permission of 
the city. While the policy should be to give pri- 
vate capital every encouragement to increase port 
facilities, the dominant and underlying idea of the 
scheme of improvement expressed in the bond 
plan is the construction of a clock and wharf sys- 
tem owned and controlled absolutely by the munic- 
ipality. 
Such a system will not merely 'afford 


needed facilities for commerce, but it will be a 
perpetual bar to combinations m restraint of trade 
or to the detriment of the interests of this city. 
For the latter purpose alone it will be worth more 
than it will cost because it will forever secure the 
commercial independence of Oakland. But the 
immediate point is that it will supply facilities for 
commerce sorely needed, facilities \\hich will re- 
dound to the benefit of the whole State of Califor- 
nia and materially assist San Francisco in holding 
and extending the commerce of San Francisco 
bay.

The contract for the dredging of Lake Merritt 


to a "uniform depth of five feet has finally been 
completed, the contractor paid off and a permit 
granted to return the dredger to the bay. Accord- 
ing to the report of the Board of Public Works an 
entirely satisfactory job has been done. With the 
spoil taken from the lake, the foundation has been 
laid for the Conversion of what had been before a 
public eyesore and standing menace to the public 
health for many decades into a public park and 
athletic ground which will be an ornament to the 
city and a source of healthful recreation to its peo- 
ple for all time to come. The magnitude of the 
work which has been performed is vfsible to every 
one in the enormous volume of spoil which has 
been deposited on the south side of Twelfth street. 


The conclusion of the task of dredging the 


lake and filling the Peralta Park site is a splendid 
monument to the energy and efficiency of the 
municipal administration. It has been accom- 
plished without a serious hitch from start to finish 
and that under exceptional difficulties.

Re-Stocking Trout Streams. 


According to the Redding Searchlight, the 


State Fish Commission fish car is distributing this 
veek a half million trout fry raised at the State 
latchery at Sisson. The shipment left Sisson 
Monday night. It 'consists of eastern trout, rain- 
ow and Lochleven varieties. Suitable lots are be- 
ng dropped off into the streams at Colfax, Cisco, 
3rass Valley, Blue Canyon, Nevada City, Summit, 
Truckee, Boca and up to the Nevada State line. 
The Sisson State Hatchery is represented to have 
listributed in the State streams thus far this year 
!,000,000 young trout and there still remains on 
hand for further distribution 1,500,000. The ponds 
at the hatchery contain 150,000 mature 
trout, 


uhich are kept for breeding purposes, and also 
200,000 smaller trout which are to be retained for 
Breeding stock. 


The painful thing about all this interesting data 


about trout propagation to the average reader is 
that the restocking of the trout streams and the 
maintenance of the State hatcheries and the costly 
corps of the Fish Commission are all done for the 
sole gratification of a comparatively small and se- 
ect part of the population of the State and not for

According to reports 
Just received from Denmark, a satisfac- 
tory solution is now offered. In fact, two 
young Danes (the brothers Andersen) re- 
cently called at the offices of Politlken, 
the well known Copenhagen dally. In or- 
der to submit to the editor the principle 
of their Idea, particulars of which can- 
not yet be given out. Unlike fthe Korn 
apparatus, optical transmission1, according 
to their scheme. Is not effected by means 
of any material sensitive to light, such 
as selenium, nor Is a picture produced 
by photographic or mechanical means as 
In all the apparatus so far suggested. 


Transmission, In 
fact, 
takes 
place 


simultaneously, so as to reproduce any 
objects situated at the sending station In 
their natural colors and motions, their 
dimensions, however, belnz reduced. 


The apparatus Is connected by a con- 


tact with the telephone wire, when the 
acoustic or optical currents can be thrown 
alternately through the line. The opera- 
tor Is thus able at will to show him- 
self or to bring before the eyes of the 
person at the other end any objects he 
may like to show him. As the appara- 
tus, so far from being necessarily located 
Immediately beside the telephone, can be 
used within a considerable range, pro- 
vided tho contact be obtained, the possi- 
bilities of this Invention ar* obviously 
many.

MADE OBSERVATIONS. 


"In doing this we took In the balance 


of th 13th and all of tha 14th and 15th 
days of September and at the eighth 
camp on September 15 Dr. Cook made his 
observations of the ridge. We then turn- 
ed back fiom this ca-np for the reason 
that we had both fallen through crevasses 
as conectly stated In the diary and we 
considered it too dangerous to proceed 
farther without snowshoes, as the doc- 
tor had obtained a good view of the 
ridge, which was all he wanted. 


WITH COOK CONTINUOUSLY. 


"I was with 
Dr. Cook continuously 


every dav during the time he was at- 
tempting to ascend tha mountain, in the 
year 1906. and the nearest point to the 
summit of Mount McKfnley which we 
reached was at least fourteen miles .dis- 
tant from the summit, and iH no time 
did we reach an elevation In excess of 
10,000 feet and the doctor told me when 
we were at the place w here my picture 
was taken, that \\e were not over 8,000 
feet high. 


"I neglected to state that on the 16th 


of September and on the evening of Sep- 
terber 9* Dr. Cook asked me If I was 
willing to stay with him.

Deputy County Clerk Says He 
Believed in "Getting in Band 


Wagon With Others" 


Deputy County Clerk William Zam- 


bresky and printing done by him for the 
county infirmary were the subject of the 
grand jury Inquiry conducted at the court 
house this forenoon. Being accused of 
violating the law which prohibits any 
county or municipal official from fur- 
nishing supplies 
or presenting 
a bill 


against the county for services other than 
the salary he draws, Zambre.iky 
was 


asked to explain why he had charged 
exhorbltant prices for tho printing In 
question. 


The Infirmary order consisted of 100 


each of fifteen different report blanks, 
the ruling and heads of each being the 
same but items in the margin liping dif- 
ferent. He was paid ?12 for each set of 
blanks, a total of ?1SO for the order or 
12 cents per blank, the aggregate number 
of blanks being 1500. 


OTHERS CHARGE 3 CENTS. 
Supervisor Foss was the first witness 
in the matter and testified that he had 
made inquiries among other printers and 
found that he could get the same work 
done for 3 conts a blank, where Zambre- 
bky had charged 12 cents. 
In reply to this Zambrosky said that tha 
county always paid from 20 to 40 per 
cent more for their printing than private 
individuals have to pay, and for this rea- 
son he felt that he had a right to "get 
into the bandwagon" with the other coun- 
ty printers. He also said that, as a rule, 
printers would be tickled to death to get 
the work at a much lower figure.

A new water system, talcing away from 


the Peoples Water Company the right to 
supply water to Oakland water conaum 
era, and the system to be patterned after 
that of Boston, Is the remedy for the 
present water condition planned by B. H. 
PeTidleton, president of the City Council 
and member of the committee which. Is 
now engaged Jn preparing a report on 
water conditions as they found them 
In Oakland. 


On a recent visit to Boston Councilman 


Pendleton macja an exhaustive inspection 
of. the water systnm there. He proposes 
that Oakland borrow sufficient money to 
build 
awater system or to co-operate 
with San Francisco in the utilizing of 
Hetch-Hetchy, Tuolumne 
Meadows 


Calaveras water sources. 
If worked out here, he argues, the east 
bay cities could join San Francisco in 
utilizing- these water sources. Each city 
would have its own' distributing reser- 
voirs. Pendleton said: 
'In Boston the shores of the reservoirs 
are lined with parks, boulevards and 
homes, and impure water is prevented 
from draining into tho lakes and spoiling 
the supply. Lateral ditches carry off the 
storm waters. 
Such a system could be 
operated here fifty per cent cheaper than 
in Boston, under metropolitan boards ap- 
pointed by the goveinor of the State. 


"Money for the improvement might bo 
borrowed at 3^ per cent interest, and the 
State board could operate the system as 
a business proposition. The pumping sta- 
tions could be made architecturally at- 
tractive, and residence sections created 
with lakes as the centers."

death In the East fifteen yearn ago.

That she carried a revolver, or 
owned one, was unknown to her relatives 
or friends, and it is thought she bought 
the weapon that end»d her life after 
starting tor the cemetery. 
The woman was well known to a large 
circle of friends and had been devout In 
her religious duties. Slie had done much 
for charity anfi her death comes as "a 
crushing blow to scores who were fond 
of her.
